Dr. Koch is to bo congratulated 

on his persistenoy in roturning to 
the attaok, as shown at yostor- 
day's Sanitary Board mooting. 
Wo havo in Hongkong a somi- 
apathotio condition of mind which 
is apt (both in the caso of tho 
public and in official cirolos) to 
adopt a polloy of “ 
Thoro aro notablo oxceptions, but 
they servo to draw attontion to 
tho majority, It becomes noces: 
sery, thorofore, to drive a point 
woll home before it oan bo loft 
to tho whims of ‘local, destiny. 
Attention has nevor boon more 
strongly focussed on public hoalth 
mattors than during tho past 
threo weeks. If it bo truc—as 
deolarad by tho Governmont 
spokosmon—-that small eruptions 
of disoaso load to soaros and 
crics for reform, so much tho 
botter, By all means lot us have 
something hore to scare us all 
out of our apsthy and urge us 
to call for improvemont in 
mattors which should have been 
attondod to long ago.
